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ELECTION OF OFFICERS, THE BOARD OF 
MANAGERS, ETC., ETC. 


Tlie Organizing Committee appointed 
at the Convention of the Empire State 
Association, Albany, N. Y., September 

I, 1871, consisted of the following gentle¬ 
men : Thomas Brown, Chairman, of New 
Hampshire; Henry Winter Syle, of New 
York, Secretary; Walter W. Angus, of 
Indiana; Joseph "H. Barnes, of Louisi¬ 
ana ; Thomas L. Brown, of Michigan; 
Joseph G. Parkinson, of Washington; 
and Thomas Jefferson Trist, of Pennsyl¬ 
vania. In June, 1872, a Constitution 
Avas drafted, and, together Avith an ad¬ 
dress by the Organizing Committee, pub¬ 
lished in pamphlet form. This Constitu¬ 
tion having been brought before every 
Society in existence,, and every Society 
having been heard from, it became the 
duty of the Organizing Committee to 
complete the organization of the Union. 
A meeting of the Committee at this 
season was impossible, and it was desira¬ 
ble, as a matter of form, that the ratifi¬ 
cations should be inspected, the number 
of votes calculated, and the votes can¬ 
vassed by a body of competent and relia¬ 
ble persons. The Committee, therefore, 
agreed that each, who could not come to 
New York, wli,ere all the papers were in 
the hands of Henry Winter Syle, should 
appoint a substitute for this purpose. 

On February 24th, the gentlemen thus 
designated—Dr. Peet, Messrs. Conk lip, 
Seliney, Jewell, Heaves and Farrell— 
met Mr. Syle and examined the papers 
in his hands. Dr. Peet was appointed 
Chairman of the Committee, and Mr. 
Seliney Secretary. 

It appeared that twelve Societies had 
been heard from; the D. C. C. M. A. 
(Washington Association), had resolved 
not to consider the Constitution at 
present; the California C. M. A. had 
ratified it, but declined to vote in the 
election; while the other ten had joined 
the Union, and sent in votes for officers, 
and statements of the amounts they had 
collected clear of expenses. Their names 
and contributons, and the votes to which 
they are entitled, are as follows :

It is an obvious truth that if we are in 
the daily habit of listening to any one 
upon subjects of interest, we have, of 
course, commenced withholding a certain 
confidence to his opinions; and if the 
asperities of his logic be smoothed by 
skillful rhetoric, these opinions and sug¬ 
gestions, even though at first contrary to 
our sentiments, become gradually adopted 
by us, and eventually gain a controlling 
and undivided influence. 

The newspaper of a free press now oc¬ 
cupies this position. It has long since 
become the monitor of government and 
the daily oracle of society, and the actual 
mental and social condition of a people 
may be fairly judged from the character 
and ability of its daily press. Were the 
press not free, they would certainly be 
destitute of opinions. In no country, 
except ours, are there so many newspa¬ 
pers, and consequently so universal a 
habit of journal reading. Go where you 
Avill, every town of at least a thousand 
inhabitants, has its local press. The 
village editor commences his labors for 
the diffusion of knowledge among the 
seniors, contemporaneously with the set¬ 
tlement and the arrival of the school¬ 
master to enlighten the juveniles. 

Every sect and party of our people 
counts eventually upon its newspaper as 
the chiefest of its auxiliaries to influence. 

The above remarks apply to the hear¬ 
ing and speaking people, but do not to 
the deaf and dumb. Here in the United 
States, there are probably by this time 
over five thousand gi*aduates of the re¬ 
spective Institutions, who are able to pay 
for a paper. There is no question of talent 
to edit a paper, devoted to the diffusion 
of knowledge among the deaf and dumb; 
but the great - drawback is, we cannot get 
the mutes to think as speaking persons do. 
The “Silent World,” published at Wash¬ 
ington, is good enough in its way; it does 
nothing but advertise the college at Wash¬ 
ington, and may properly be considered a 
college organ, nothing more. What we 
Avant is a national sheet—one Avith no 
particular hobby to ride, and no personal 
ends whatever to gratify. Give us such 
a sheet and, my word for it, it Avill creep 
into every mute household in the land.

With the edition of the 15th ultimo, 
the Silent World notifies its readers that 
that is its last issue. Several good reasons 
appear for its thus suddenly winding up, 
among the principal of which is laok of 
proper support. The editor Avas obliged 
to relinquish his position as professor in 
the National Deaf-Mute College, or dis¬ 
continue the paper, and of the two evils 
he chose the latter. 

In reading the announcement we felt 
the same sorrow that we did at the clos¬ 
ing up of the Deaf-Mutes' Friend. The 
Silent World was very ably conducted, 
and gave promise of extending its field of 
usefulness. It outvied, in a few respects, 
all kindred papers yet published, espe¬ 
cially in the elegant material of which it 
was made up. 

But like other publications it, of course, 
had its own peculiarities, and was not 
without its faults, Avhich were, to a large 
extent, its own drawback. We incline to 
the opinion that, if it had so. managed as 
to avoid all mistakes it so deplorably 
committed, it Avould sooner or later have 
enjoyed a much better patronage, and 
have become a powerful influence for good 
among the deaf-mutes. 

This lesson, though disastrous financi¬ 
ally to tlie publishers of the Silent World, 
may be a fair warning to all deaf-mutes 
who desire a weekly journal that will 
diffuse happiness and intelligence among 
the rapidly increasing population of our 
class. 

Within a few years the Guide, Gazette, 
Friend and Silent World have been suc¬ 
cessively swamped, principally by reason 
of insufficient support, and now, lest 
others should follow in the same down- 
ward road to defeat, let mutes rally to the 
support of all existing papers that are en¬ 
deavoring to promote their best intellect¬ 
ual and progressive interests. 

Silent World, we bid you a reluctant 
farewell, and shall ever miss your regular 
issue as one of our most welcome ex¬ 
changes.—E d.

It has been and is my very earnest de¬ 
sire to correct abuses that have grown up 
in the civil servico of the country. To 
secure this reformation, rules regulating 
methods of appointment and promotion 
were established and have been tried. My 
efforts for such a reformation shall be con¬ 
tinued to the best of my judgment. The 
spirit of the rules adopted will be main¬ 
tained. I acknowledge before this assem¬ 
blage, representing as it does every section 
of our country,, the obligation I am under 
to my countrymen for the great honor 
they have conferred on me by returning 
me to the highest office within their gift, 
and the further obligation resting on me 
to render them the best service within 
my power. This I promise, looking for¬ 
ward with the greatest anxiety to the 
day when I shall be released from the 
responsibilities that at times are almost 
overwhelming, and from which I have 
scarcely bad a respite since the eventful 
firing upon Fort Sumpter in 1861, to the 
present day. My services were then 
tendered and accepted under the first call 
for troops growing out of that event. I 
did not ask for place orposition, and was 
entirely without influence or the acquain¬ 
tance of persons of influence, but was re¬ 
solved to preform my part in a strag¬ 
gle threatening the veiy existence of the 
nation. I performed a conscious duty 
without asking promotion or command, 
and without a revengeful feeling towards 
any section or any individual. Notwith¬ 
standing this, throughout the war, and 
from my candidacy for my present oflice 
in 1868, to the close of the last Presiden¬ 
tial campaign, I have been the subject of 
abuse and slander scarcely ever equaled 
in political history; but, to-day, I feel 
that I can afford to disregard all this, in 
view of your verdict, which I gratefully 
accept as my vindication.

but despite tlie weather an immense crowd 
gathered in Pennsylvania avenue to wit¬ 
ness the march of the inaugural procession. 
This display was one of the finest ever 
seen in the city, surpassing in magnifi¬ 
cence any preceding inauguration, It is 
said some of the West Point cadets had 
their faces and hands frost bitten. The 
corps of cadets received great commen¬ 
dation for their drill. Their manual of 
arms was pronounced absolutly perfect. 
The city was dominated in the evening, 
and the display of fireworks attracted a 
great crowd of spectators. The arrange¬ 
ments of the ball wore perfect, and it is 
said never to have been equaled in splen¬ 
dor. The diplomatic corps attended very 
generally. 

INAUGURAL ADDRESS. 

Fellow Citizens :—Under Provi- 
denco I have been called a second time 
to act as Executive over this great na¬ 
tion. It has been my endeavor in the 
past to maintain all the laws, and so far 
as lay in my power, to act for the best 
interests of the whole people. My best 
efforts will be given in the same direction 
in tho future, aided I trust, by my four 
years’ experience in tho office. When 
my first term of the office of Chief Exe¬ 
cutive began tho country had not recov¬ 
ered from tho effects of great internal 
revolution, and tbreo of the former 
States of tho Union had not boen re¬ 
stored to their federal relations. It seem¬ 
ed to mo wise that no new questions 
should be raised so long as that condition 
of affairs oxisted. Therefore the past four 
years, so far as I could control events, 
have been consumed in the efforts to 
restore harmony, public credit, commerce, 
and all the arts of peace and progress. 
It is my firm conviction that the civilized 
world is tending towards republicanism, 
or government by tho people through 
their chosen representatives, and that our 
■own great republic is destined to be the 
guiding star to all others. Under our 
republic we support an army less than 
that of any European power of any 
standing, and a navy less than that of 
either of at least five of them. There 
could be no extension of territory on this 
continent which would call for au increase 
of this force, but rather might such ex¬ 
tension enable us to diminish it. The ! 
theory of government changes with gen¬ 
eral progress now that the telegraph is 
tuade available for communication togeth¬ 
er with rapid transit by steam. All 
parts of a continent are made contiguous 
for all purposes of the government, and 
communication between the oxtreme lim-' 
its of the country made easier than it : 
was throughout the old thirteen States, 
at tho beginning of our national exist¬ 
ence. The effects of the late civil strife 
have been to tree the slave and make him 
a citizen, yet lie is not possessed of civil 
the civil rights which citizenship should 
carry with it. This is wrong and should 
be corrected. To thus correction I stand 
committed so far as executive influence 
can avail. Social equality is not a sub-: 
ject to be legislated upon, nor shall I ask 
that anything be done to advance the so- 
.cial status of colored man, except to give 
him a fair chance to develope what there 
is good iu him, give him access to schools, 
and wheji he fcravoln let him feel assured 
that his conduct will regulate the treat¬ 
ment and faro he will receive. The States 
lately at war with the general govern¬ 
ment are now happily rehabilitated and no 
executive control is exercised in any way 
that would not be exercised in any other 
State under like circumstances.

cient, and such has proved to be the case,

The following is an extract from a let¬ 
ter to Mrs. B. F. Eaton, from her father 
in South Carolina : 

In reply to your anxious inquiries re¬ 
garding my health, I will say that it has 
not been better for years. I think it is 
far easier to become acclimated to this 
warm country, than to the severe cold 
winters which, for years, I have endeav- 
ored to endure. I am much pleased with 
the climate here, and also with the people. 
They are—as they always have been— 
very hospitable indeed. One could trav¬ 
el throughout the entire South without 
a cent of money and, during the whole 
route, find friends to northerner’s, if they 
only leave politics alone. 

Small villages—unlike northern towns 
—do not flourish here to any extent, 
business being principally carried on in 
such places as Charleston, Columbia, 
Camden, &c. The rost are on four cor¬ 
ners of roads, about five miles apart, con¬ 
sisting of a post cfffice, two or three gro¬ 
cery stores, and seldom more than three 
dwelling houses. 

It is not thickly settled on account of 
large plantations, often extending two or 
three miles. 

As a general thing the whites do not labor 
more than they did before the rebellion, 
but hire the blacks, and many times these 
will not work, for which cause I have 
seen one field with the cotton crop of last 
year not yet garnered. 

The education of nearly the entire 
southern population has been terribly 
neglected. 

Laborers in the Lord’s vineyard are 
very few, and many more are greatly 
needed. They are well treated, being a 
good deal above the general average of 
the human race 1 The water around here 
is pure and soft, and all the streams And 
swamps derive their waters from living 
springs. The climate is delightful and 
exceedingly healthful. The old inhabi¬ 
tants say that fevers occur very seldom, 
and catarrh, dyspepsia, asthma, and con¬ 
sumption are never known; but at 
Charleston—120 miles distant—the yel¬ 
low fever is quite common. People are 
catching shad there now, and in a few 
days will be catching them within three 
miles of my boarding place. Early in 
the season they retailed for for fifty cents 
a piece, but later they are much cheaper. 
Near here is a stream of water which 
contains two or three varieties of fish, 
weighing from one to nine pounds each, 
and as soon as the water becomes a little 
warmer, I intend to try my skill as an 
angler. 

The heat here in the summer is not so 
intense as in New York, but there are 
more months of extremely warm weather 
here than with you, July and August be¬ 
ing the hottest. The thermometer stands 
at 96° above zero as an average, but has 
been as high as 106° when ours stood at 
120°. Peach trees and the wild plum 
ti’ee are in full bloom. We have apples 
in May, and plenty of peaches in July, 
and we also have peaches on the trees 
until October. 

Farmers commence planting Irish po¬ 
tatoes this week, and some are putting 
in garden seeds. 

The birds are singing beautifully among 
the trees, and the day is so pleasant that I 
am now going to take a walk in the pitch 
pine grove, about miles in extent. It 
is splendid walking; the soil being sandy 
loam, the ground is perfectly dry.

soon left Fort Hamilton astern, passeu 
through the narrows, and commenced 
our monotonous voyage on the Atlantic, 
which proved quite favorable, with but 
little sea-sickness, in which I took no 
part. We reached the light ship off 
Charleston harbor at 6 a. m. of the third 
day, but owing to the shifting bar of 
sand in the harbor—the water being only 
18 feet and our steamer drawing 16 feet 
—were detained until 11 p. m., be¬ 
fore the smooth sea and high tide com¬ 
bined enabled us to pass up the harbor, 
which is ten miles from the bar. Our 
course up harbor lay between Fort Sum¬ 
ter on our left and Fort Moultry aud 
Morris Island on our right. The former, 
from its present appearance, would be a 
poor shelter for the gallant Major An¬ 
derson, should Beauregard bombard him, 
as in 1861, it being but a mass of ruins. 

Charleston is, from all appearances, the 
Sodom of America, and like her, is suf¬ 
fering a just punishment for its sins, and 
this, from what I could learn by conver¬ 
sation with its inhabitants, they fully 
realize and sorely feel. We reached the 
wharf at midnight. I remained on 
board until morning, and at 7 o’clock 
commenced my investigation of the fa¬ 
mous hot-bed of rebellion, and at that 
hour of day I found not a living soul 
astir, save one old darkey; and it was 
long before a vehicle of any kind was 
visible. The buildings are old and shab¬ 
by. Although most exclusively bui^of 
brick, they are in bad repair and of mis¬ 
erable architecture, being mostly cottage 
roofs and very steep. Many of the blinds 
hang by one hinge, with half the slats 
gone, and as for paint, it has not been 
used hero for the last 20 years. The 
streets are the most filthy I ever saw. 
Those running north and south are of 
quite decent width, but many of those 
running east and west are but from six 
to twelve feet in width, lined on both 
sides by miserable hovels, and inhabited 
by their common enemies—the negro. 
These streets are so filthy that one invol- 
’ untarily holds his nose. Where the city 
has been burned, which is a large portion 
in the center, the ruins remain as the ele¬ 
ments left them. Grass is growing over 
the brick and mortar. Everything ap¬ 
pears dead, and the inhabitants disheart¬ 
ened, and although the census gtves it a 
population of 48,431, it has not the ap¬ 
pearance of more than two-thirds^that 
number, and half of them would leave if 
they had any money to go with. The 
public buildings of Charleston, like agreat 
many things in the South, look larger on 
paper than to .one actually visiting them. 
For instance, she claims 45 places of wor¬ 
ship. This includes many small missions 
which are not noticeable to a visitor. Of 
these nine are Episcopal, four Baptist, 
seven Presbyterian, eleven Methodist, of 
nil kinds, many of which are colored, two 
Congregational, five Roman Catholic,one 
French Protestant, one Lutheran, one 
Synagogue, and one Unitarian. East 
Bay street, the first from the wharf 
and running the entire length of the 
city from north to south, contains 
a great many seedy looking warehouses, 
evidently of great age. On this street 
the old and new Custom Houses are sit¬ 
uated, and on the south end of which is 
located the only complete piece of pub-' 
lie work, which is called the battery. It 
consists of a splendid sea-wall, protected 
by a railing, and forms a splendid prom¬ 
enade ; also, a smooth and level drive for 
nearly a milo. The streets are mostly very 
rough, and many of the paving-Btones 
gone, and, in many places, deep i*uts. 
The sidewalks, made of brick, are in 
an awful condition, and are a constant 
admonition to one to keep sober. There 
are several streets furnished with street¬ 
cars. But as for a railroad, I saw nothing 
of one, but understood they had a depot 
a mile or two west of the city. Of 
hotels they are awfully deficient. Al¬ 
though the directory gives six, there are 
but two in which a Northern man would 
risk it. The Charleston House is much 
the best of those j is situated on Meeting 
street, and is kept by a Vermonter. This, 
together with the Pavillion House, are 
the only houses worthy the name of hotel. 
King street contains all that is attractive 
as regards business. This street runs 
through the central portion of the town, 
north and south. The Citadel is situated 
in the northern part of the town, is a sub¬ 
stantial and extensive structure, with a 
splendid parade ground. On the south 
is a fortification, occupied by a company 
of soldiers. Such a thing as a public 
park I did not find, nor public enterprise. 
Judging from appearances, I should say 
there was none of any kind. But, on the 
other hand, they are discouraged and dis¬ 
heartened. Their police force is fully 
one-half black, which ia anything but 
pleasant to them. Having to remain here 
over the Sabbath, I attended St. Nicholas 
Church, Episcopal. The slips are all of 
three feet and a half in height, some are
